U. S, SEEKS TO COLLECT 
BILLION-IN BACK TAXES 


Roosevelt Approves Plans for Cam- 
paign; Helvering Expects to 
Get at Least $300,000,000. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today approved 
plans for a campaign to collect 
more than $1,000,000,000 in back 
taxes owing the Government. 
Guy Helvering, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, outlined the pro- 
gram and said he was ready to 
start the campaign immediately. 
About $750,000,000 in taxes is in dis- 
pute and is in process of settlement. 
Another quarter of a billion dollars 
is unpaid. Helvering said his “most 
ocnservative estimate” of collections 
that can be made in the campaign 
would be $300,000,000 now. He is 
confident of getting in most of the 
remainder after litigation is settled. 
The President promised to provide 
Helvering with the money that may 
be necessary. 


UNIDENTIFIED MAN LEAPS 
TO DEATH FROM BRIDGE 


Residents of “Happy Land,” Squat- 
ter Community Recover Body, 
Victim Peorly Dressed. 

An unidentified man leaped from 
the Municipal Bridge to his death 
at noon yesterday while residents 
of “Happy Land,” a squatter com- 
munity, looked on.

They Knew Would Be 


Sent and Then Started 
Through Wilderness.

SUDBURY, Ont., Sept. 11,— 
Ward T. Van Orman and Frank A. 
Trotter, American balloonists who 
participated in the James Gordon 

Sennett cup race from Chicago and 
who had been missing more than 
a week, were found today between 
Sudbury and Abitibi Canyon in 
Northern Ontario. Sudbury is about 
M50 miles east of Sault Ste Marie. 

They were ill from the hardships 
they had undergone in the bush 
country. 

So that the outside world might 
learn of their plight, the two bal- 
loonists cut down a telephone pole, 
knowing that repair men would be 
sent out to fix the damage. They 
attached to the pole the following 
note: 

“This telephone pole was cut 
Sept. 10 by United States Goodyear 
balloon team of W. T. Van Orman 
and Frank Trotter in the hopethat 
hepairmen would aid us in getting 
to civilization from here. We will 
continue south along the high vol- 
tage line. Please come after us. 
We have a gun and some food, but 
are both sick, evidently from 
ptomaine poisoning. Fire your gun 
three times and we will answer. 
Please hurry. D. A. TROTTER.” 

Repairman Finds Note. 

Patrolman James Barrett was 
sent out this morning to determine 
what was wrong with the telephone 
line. When he saw the note he did 
not stop to repair the damage, but 
proceeded with the search. 

Barrett found the balloonists in a 
camp at Tower No. 38, a lineman's 
outpost, about five miles from 
where he discovered the note. He 
gave them such food as he had and 
returned to repair the line. 

Both Van Orman and “Trotter 
were in bad shape, Barrett report- 
ed to the head office of the On- 
tario Hydro-Electric Co. in Sud- 
bury. Their clothing was cut to 
ribbons and the soles of their shoes 
were worn through. 

‘Il never saw two men in my life 
who were so glad to see another 
human being as they were,” Barrett 
said. “They hollered with glee and 
hugged and kissed me as soon as 
they saw me.” 

Arrangements were started to 
rovide the balloonists with food 
Jand other necessaries to get them 
'o the Canadian National Railways 
in the vicinity of La Forest station 
as quickly as possible. 

The information received here 
was that the balloon landed in the 
Temagami Forest Reserve Sunday, 
Sept. 3. The balloonists were not 
sure of the exact time, but esti- 
mated that it was about 4 p. m. 

Landed in Tree in Storm. 

After an intense thunderstorm 
the bag descended from a height of

“WINGIE” COX, OF 
“CUCKOO” GANG, 
~ DIES OF WOUND 


One-Armed Gunman, Fatal- 
ly Injured in Drunken 
Brawl in Saloon, Walks 
Into Hospital. 


REFUSES TO NAME 
HIS AS3AILANT 


He Had Been Shot on Two 
Previous Occasions and 
Had Been Arrested 300 
Times. 


The quarrelsome career of “Win- 
gie” Cox, one-armed Cuckoo gun- 
man, is at an end. He died in a 
City Hospital bed at 9:25 o’clock 
yesterday morning of a bullet 
wound in the abdomen, suffered six 
hours earlier in a drunken brawl 
in a saloon at 800 Park avenue. 

Policemen stood at his bedside 
as the end approached and urged 
the dying gangster to tell them his 
slayer’s name. But “Wingie”’ was 
obdurate to the iast. 

“I’m dying—I know it,” he said, 
again and again. “But I’m going 
to go out like I've lived. I'll tell 
you nothing.” . 
Before he died, policemen had es- 
tablished that he was shot at the 
Park avenue address, and had told 
dying gangster so. At this intelli- 
gence he had simply stared at them 
with impassive countenance and 
said nothing. 

Shot, Walks Into Hospital. 

It was after 3:30 yesterday morn- 
ing and the receiving room staff at 
City Hospital had concluded that 
the usual early Sunday morning 
rush of automobile accident and 
fight injuries was over when Cox 
walked into the building, white- 
faced, holding’ his hand beside his 
belt buckle. 

“I got shot,” he said, and steadied 
himself on the receiving clerk’s 
desk in a white-knuckled grip as 
he gave his identification—James 
Thomas Cox, clerk, 28 years old, 
211 Barry street. A few moments 
later, in the emergency room, phy- 
sicians found that a bullet had 
passed through his abdomen and 
that almost certainly he must dle 
within a few hours. 

Hurried inquiry at the hospital 
by policemen disclosed that some-| 
one had taken Cox to the receiving 
room door in an automobile and 
had driven swiftly away after he 
had alighted and started unsteadi- 
ly into the building. While police- 
men at the hospital were still try- 
ing to learn where the shooting 
took place, Sergt. Frank Dietz and 
his detail found out that bit of in- 
formation by overhearing a con- 
versation at 211 Barry street, where 
Cox and his wife, Floretta, had 
been living only a few days. 

Tells of Drinking Party. 
“Well, Wingie got shot at Eighth 
and Park,” Dietz heard a man say 
as he stood at the front door of 
Cox’s flat. He lstened for more 
information but the voices faded 
and he and his men entered the 
house. Inside, they found a woman 
who lived in the flat above, in con- 
versation with August Lichtenberg 
of 260 Lemay Ferry road, and a 
man who said he was William 
Boyer, 910 Regina avenue, Luxem- 
burg. Phe 
Lichtenberg said he was the man 
who had told where Cox was shot. 
He claimed ownership of a_ .45- 
caliber automatic found in the 
place, and said that a .32-caliber 
automatic found there was the 
property of Cox. 
Later Lichtenberg told detectives 
that he and Cox had been drink- 
ing in a South St. Louis County 
saloon Saturday night and toward 
midnight had gone to the saloon 
of Harry Staengel, at the Park ave- 
nue address. 

A dispute began almost imme- 
diately between Cox on the one 
side, and three men on the other, 
he continued. When a fight ap- 
peared imminent, he said, he ran 
out of the saloon by the back way, 
climbed a fence and went around 
in front. ; Ss 
Bartender Says He Also Left. 

“I tried to start Wingie’s car 
but I couldn't,” he said. “About 
that time I heard two or three 
shots. I ran down Eighth street 
and hailed a_ fellow and he drove 
me to Barry street because | was 
going to Wingie’s place. He didn’t 
stop when I told him to, so | 
jumped out and got to Wingie’s 
flat.” 

Staengel, the bartender, told de- 
tectives substantially, the same 
story of what had happened in the 
saloon.

Two men stood guard over the 
employes while the robbers loaded 
the cash boxes into the automobile. 

After* disarming Mangan and 
Moles, the -robbers drove . away. 
They fired two shots in the air as

The men were partly unclad, 
leading the police to believe they 
had tried to divest themselves of 
clothing and swim ashore after 
their autogyro, flying from South 
Bend to Chicago, dropped into the 
lake. The 22-year-old girl who ac- 
companied Otto and Manning was 
attired only in underclothing. She 
‘wore a diamond ring.

— Sir 
Leo Chiozza Money, distinguished 
economist, author and former mem- 
ber of Parliament, and at one time 
secretary to David Lioyd George, 
was convicted in Police Court to- 
day on charges of annoying a young 
woman passenger in a Southern 
Railway car compartment last 
night. He was fined £2 10s (about 
$11.25) but gave notice of appeal. 

The prosecution asserted that Sir 
Leo followed the girl, Miss Ivy Rux- 
ton, into the compartment, insist- 
ed on making conversation with 
her and finally seized her in his 
arms and repeatedly kissed her. 
Miss Ruxton was forced'to leave 
the train at the next station, ac- 
cording to the prosecution, in or- 
der to get away from him. 

The Court was informed that, 
among other things, Sir Leo said 
to the girl: “I’m old enough to be 
your papa.” He is 63. 

Miss Ruxton told her story on the 
stand substantially as’ the prosecu- 
tor had outlined it. 

Asked if Sir Leo had kissed her 
many times and if he had done so 
deliberately, she replied: “Quite a 
lot. It was done very harshly.” 

Sir Leo strongly denied the alle- 
gations. He declared he did not kiss 
Miss Ruxton’s hand when the train 
went through a tunnel, as she had 
testified, but sat perfectly still “as 
one usually does in tunnels.” 

Later. he continued, he kissed the 
back of her hand sympathetically 
after she had told him some of her 
troubles. 

On cross-examination he admitted 
kissing her hand within 20 minutes 
of meeting her for the first time in 
his life. 

Sir Leo figured in a somewhat 
similar episode in 1928. On April 24 
of that year he appeared in police 
court to deny a charge of “behaving 
in a manner likely to offend against 
public decency” in Hyde Park. The 
woman in the case was Irene Savage 
(or Savidge), with whom, it devel- 
oped, Sir Leo had been associating 
for some time. alleged miscon- 
duct was a kiss, which Miss Savage 
said later was “only a peck.” The 
case was dismissed. Subsequently, 
Sir Leo, in Commons, denounced

CROMER, England, Sept. 11.— 
Prof. Albert Einstein, distinguished 
mathematician and physicist, virtu- 
ally outlawed in Germany because 
he is a Jew, and reported in danger 


of his life from German Nazis, has 
taken refuge here at the estaté of 
Commander Oliver Locker-Lamp- 
son, member of Parliament. 

It was today that no permanent 
police guard had been provided at 
the Locker-Lampson estate, but lo 
cal police were infcrmed of the sit- 
uation and could be summoned 
quickly if necessary to reinforce 
private guards whom Locker-Lamp- 
son has engaged to insure the safety 


‘of his guest. The exact location of 


Prof. Einstein's retreat has not been 
disclosed to the public but a few 
intimates described it as a “hut” or 
“shooting camp.” Whether Prof. 
Einstein will pass ‘the nights there 
or in Locker-Lampson's house was 
not certain. It was sure, however, 
that Locker-Lampson was taking 
every precaution. 

Prof. Einstein arrived in England 
from Belgium Saturday night fol- 


lowing a report that Nazis had put 
un price on his head. Locker-Lamp- 
son met him at the station. Mrs. 
Einstein remained for the time 
being at their villa at Le-Coq-Sur- 
Mer. 

At the Locker-Lampson estate 
Prof. Einstein set about at once to 
work out a new mathematical 
theory and prepare for lectures he 
will give in the United States next 
month. 

“All I want is peace,” he _ said. 
“Where could I find « more peaceful 
retreat than here in England? 

“At Le Coq-Sur-Mer, Belgium, I 
was always guarded. It was a ter- 
rible strain. It interfered with my 
work. My friend has invited me 
here, and I hope to stay in England 
for a month.” 

He said he was not responsible 
for the “Brown Book” which in- 
curred Hitlerite wrath and which, 
Nazis alleged, was a compilation of 
victims of persecution. “I was on a 
committee which authorized pubii- 
cation of the book,” Prof. Einstein 
said, “but did not write anything 
for it—but I agree with its con- 
tents.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Shoot- 
ing of migratory water fowl over 
baited areas is not prohibited in 
the amendments to the migratory 
bird regulations approved today by 
President Roosevelt. Officials at 
the Department of Agriculture said 
that action had been “postponed” 
on the controversy between conser- 
vationists who would prohibit such 
shooting and duck shooters who 
would continue it. 
The new regulations provide for 
an open season of two months for 


hunting waterfowl, coot and jack-' 


snipe, beginning at 12 o'clock noon, 
Sept. 21, in Wisconsin, North Da- 
kota and Northern Idaho, and clos- 
ing Jan. 15 in the most southern 
zone.

The first death from “sleeping 
sickness” in Madison County was 
reported yesterday at Alton. Harry 
Howell, 32-year-old laborer, died 
at St. Anthony’s Infirmary, where 
he had been since Friday. He be- 
came ill Aug. 31, and the attend- 
ing physician diagnosed his case as 
influenza. Subsequently, the phy- 
sician said, Howell developed en- 
cephalitis, and that diagnosis was 
verified by an officer of the State 
Health Board. Howell resided at 
2409 State street, Alton, and was 
employed by the Laclede Steel Co. 


Expert Urges Persons With Fever 
and Headache See Physician. 
St. Louisans developing fever 
with headache should immediately 
call the family physician for the 
protection of themselves and their 
families, Surgeon W. T. Harrison 
of the United States Public Health 
Service urged in the Community 
Forum broadcast yesterday by 
KSD. 

Dr. Harrison, a noted epidemi- 
ologist who is giving particular at- 
tention to mild or early cases in 
directing phases of the Govern- 
ment fight on the “sleeping sick- 
ness” outbreak, said that fever was 
usually the first symptom noted by 
the patient, and was probably the 
most constant, although it ranged 
from a moderate 102 degrees as 
high as 105 degrees. 

“The onset is usually sudden, 
gome patients stating that they felt 
perfectly well on the d:~ prior to 
the beginrling of the fever,” Dr.

Early Recognition Important. 
“Other symptoms appear later in 
the disease, but the point which I 
particularly wish to make at this 
point is that fever associated with 
headache should immediately indi- 
cate the necessity for calling the 
family physician. Early recogni- 
tion of cases is extremely impor- 
tant both from the standpoint of 
treatment and for the prevention of 
spread of the infection to others.” 

Remarking that until the begin- 
ning of this outbreak the cause was 
unknown, he mentioned the report 
of “encouraging” results in the lab- 
oratory attempt to transmit the 


disease to monkeys, and commented 
on its “characteristic conservative-

He said this was a striking dif- 
ference from previous outbreaks, 
in which such effects had been 
“much worse than the disease it- 
self,” and added that this, plus 
the comparatively low mortality, 
“detracts very greatly from the 
severity of the outbreak.” 

“The second point which I wish 
to make is that people living inside 
or outside of the St. Louis area 
should not hesitate to follow the 
natural course of their lives, stu- 
dents shonid return to school as 
usual, and no change in regular so- 
cial and business life should be 
made as a result of the epidemic. 

“There are many unjustifiable 
hazards of civilization of which 
this is one, and, in the light of 
our present knowledge of the con- 
dition, most health officers feel un- 
justified in advising people to 
change their normal manner of liv- 
ing. The casual observer in St. 
Louis would be entirely unaware 
that cases are occurring among the 
population.”

OPEN GRAVE OF MAN 
WHO DIED IN 1868 


Discovery Made in Country 
Church Yard; Community 
Tradition Recalled. 


The grave of Joharfn Jacob Bizer, 
who died in 1868 at the age of 75, 
was found opened yesterday in an 


abandoned church yard four miles 
south of Edwardsville, apparently 
by a person or persons seeking a 
treasure of gold and wyaluables 
which, according to community tra- 
dition, was buried with Bizer 65 
years ago.

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WAGNER WAKES PLEA 
TO LABOR AND CAPITAL

Urges Co-operation in Recov- 
_ ery Program—Offers Ser- 
| vices of Arbitration Board. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Sena- 
tor Wagner of New York, chair- 
man of the National Labor Board, 
has appealed for co-operation of 
labor and capital in the recovery 
program. ’ 

“The National Labor Board has 
been created by the President as 
an agency for the arbitration and 
conciliation of industrial disputes,” 
he said in a satement. “During the 
present critical period the Govern- 
ment and employers and workers 
are making gigantic efforts to re- 
store prosperity. * * * Nothing 
could be more antagonistic to this 
program than resort to conflicts 
which breed hatreds and keep. 
factories closed either by precipi- 
tating strikes and lockouts or by 
‘delaying in some other way the 
completion of the President's codes 
for rebuilding industry. 

Asked to Forget Quarrels. 

“Therefore, I wan to make a spe- 
cial appeal at this time to employ- 
ers and employes. I ask them to 
forget all feuds, to discard the out- 
worn notion that gains result from 
harrwing conflicts; to put aside the 
fdea that the success of one group 
depends on defeating the other, and 
to back the President's program by 
gubmitting their disputes to the Na- 
tional Labor Board. Employers 
and employes are equally represent- 
ed on the board. 

“At the same time I want to ap- 
peal to employers and employes to 
take the proper preliminary action 


before coming to the board., Em- 


ployers must not take unfair ad- | 
vantage of the Government's ‘no-| 


strike policy’ by refusing the juts 
demand of workers or by non-rec- 
ognition of the right to organize, 
@ right unequivocably granted by 
the Recovery Act. 

“Workers are free to choose any- 
one they desire to represent them. 
Both sides must make every ef- 
fort to present their grievances to 
each other, to listen patiently and 
to proceed in the spirit of mutual 
accommodation. If agreement is 
impossible, the proper local agen- 
cies for conciliation should be in- 
voked. Should these fail, resort 
should be had to the National La- 
bor Board. Strikes and discharge 
should be the last resort—not the 
first. 

Board as Permanent Aid. 

“When the emergency is over, 
the National Labor Board will still 


be of great service. Permanent 
prosperity depends chiefly on a sat- 
isfactory adjustment of wages. 
They must be high enough to sus- 


tain full consumer demand and to | 
give comfort and security to will- | 


ing workers. The codes of fair 
competition sanctioned by the 
President have made a _ splendid 
beginning. But in some cases these 
codes establish only minimum 


* Wages, which should never be al- 


lowed to become the maximum. In 
all cases, wage scales may be re- 
vised to meet changes in the cost 
of living and in other economic 
conditions. ‘ 

“These long time adjustments 
are the job of business men and 
workers. If they are made in the 
spirit of selfishness and conflict 
which has existed in the past, de- 
pressions will be recurrent, and 
everyone will suffer. If they are 
made scientifically and with an eye 
for the public welfare, everyone 
will benefit. The national board, 
backed by the power, the broader 
viewpoint and the conciliating fa- 
cilities of the Government, will al- 


ways be able to help greatly in this 
task.”

GUNMAN SENTENCED 10 LIFE

GOV. PARK'S BOARD 


QNLIQUORCONTROL 


Trend of Sentiment Is 
Against Old-Time Saloon 
Although Two Barkeep- 
ers Defend It. 


The Advisory Commission on 
Liquor Control Legislation, appoint- 
ed by Gov. Park, heard representa- 
tives of hotel keepers and others 
with liquor contro! plans at its first 
public hearing at Hotel Jefferson 
today. The second and final public 
hearing will be in Kansas City Sat- 
urday. 

Though the trend of sentiment in 
the commission is in opposition to 
a return of ‘the saloon, it heard two 
old-time St. Louis saloon keepers, 
who defended the well-conducted 
saloon, Charles F. Quinn and Jo- 
seph Delabar. 

Quinn, a saloon keeper for 40 
years, said the attempt to create 
a substitute for the saloon was very 
likely to create a condition “even 
worse than we have had under pro- 
hibition.” 
The hearing attracted about 40 
spectators, but few persons who had 
suggestions for advisable liquor reg- 
ulation. No representative froin 
any dry organization appeared. 

Argument of Hotel Man. 
Carl Roessler, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the St. 
Louis Hotel Mens Association, pre- 
sented the views of that organiza- 
tion, subscribing to the view thet 
the saloon must not return, but 
insisting that provision must be 
made for the consumption of liquor 
on the premises where sold. 

The substitute for the saloon, he 
said, must be a common meeting 
place under very few restrictions. 
He proposed three types of liquor 


taurants and one for incorporated 
clubs. Each place licensed, he said, 
should be required to report month- 
ly to some State authority a record 
of its receipts and licenses should 
not be issued to places which de- 
rived their principal revenue from 
the sale of liquor. 

The hotel men’s plan contem- 
plated provision for the serving of 
liquor in hotel rooms and in ban- 
quet and private dining rooms as 
well as in public rooms. It would 
prohibit bars or counters and per- 
mit service only at tables or chairs. 
Roessler said that if the speak- 
easy and the bootlegger were to be 
eliminated, the places licensed to 
sell liquor should be under the few- 
est possible restrictions. For this 
reason he said there should be no 
closing hour fixed by law. 

Would Issue License to Property. 

In response to a question by R. 
E. Huber, a St. Louis member of 
the commission, who doubted the 
advisability of issuing licenses to 
all hotels, Roessler said no license 
should be issued to a place which 
had not been in operation a year, 
and that the license should be to 
the property. In case of a revoca- 
tion, he said, there should be no 
new license issued to that property 
even though there was a change of 
management. 

William Sacks presented the 
views of the members of the Re- 
publican City Committee as indi- 
viduals. He advocated different 
types of licenses for cafes, one for 
a cafe selling beer and wine, and 
a higher license for one which also 
sold whisky. He said licenses 
should be issued only to ground 
floor places which had no screens, 
and no basement places should be 
licensed. 

“We believe,” he said, “that it 
should be possible for a man who 
wanted one drink to be able to get 
it. We are opposed to limiting sale 
to packages which must be car- 
ried away.” 

S. J. Whittemore, one of the 
owners of the Muehlebach Hotel in 
Kansas City, suggested limitation or 
the number of licenses according to 
population. 

Definition of a Saloon. 
Quinn, who spoke as a saloon 
keeper, gave as a definition of a 
saloon “a meeting place for gentle- 
men.” “Occasionally,” he said, 
“somebody would get overseas a 
little, but if it was the proper kind 
of place he was properly taken 
care of.” There was no reason, he 
said, why a saloon could not be 
conducted in as respectable a man- 
ner as any other business. “If you 
are going to do away with the sa- 
loon,” he added, “be careful that 
you do not open the way for some- 
thing far worse.” 

In questioning speakers, John S. 
Farrington, a member of the com- 
mission, suggested that persons to 
whom licenses were issued should 
be required to post a surety bond, 
suggesting that that would be un 
inducement to persons having li- 
censes to aid in the enforcement of 
regulations. 

Dr Walter Williams, president of 
the State University and chairman 
of the commission, said many com- 
munications had been received sug- 
gesting many plans for regulating 
the sale of liquor after repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment, but that 
none was new. Virtually all, he 
said, were based on the idea that 
the old-time saloon should not be 
permitted. 

A dispensary system under State 
regulation was favored by many 
who sent suggestions, the general 
idea being that whisky and gin 
should be dispensed through pri- 
vately operated stores licensed by 
the State, and that the drinking of 
liquor should not be permitted in 
the places where it was sold. 
This plan contemplates a differ- 


ent regulation for clubs and ho- 
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before the meeting. “We have so- 
licited the views of a number of 

ns and in addition have re- 
ceived voluntary suggestions from 
many, but it is all chaotic now, and 
there is nothing authoritative 


which can come from any member 


of the commission until it has com- 
pleted the public hearings and the 
members have conferred.” 

Dr. Williams expects the prelim- 
inary work of the commission will 
have been completed within 10 days. 
He departs Sept. 20 for a three 
months’ European tour. He said he 
doubted that the commission's re- 
port would be ready by that time, 
but that each member probably 
would be ready with his individual 
suggestions. e:

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DISTILLERS INCREASE 
PRICES OF WhiDKY 


Rise Is Interpreted as Designed 
to Keep Present Stocks to 
Be Diluted Later. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Confi- 
dently expecting repeal within a few 


months, distillers have virtually 
doubled their prices for medicinal 
whisky, and even at such a level 
are, in many cases, refusing to part 
with their stocks of aged liquor. 

Whiskies that three months ago 
were quoted at $30 to $40 for a case 
of 24 pints are now selling at range 
of $60 to $72, wholesale. The price 
has gone to such a height that Dr. 
James M. Doran chief of the divi- 
sion, believes that importers could 
almost match the domestic price, 
even after paying the tariff of $5 a 
gallon. 

The purpose of the distillers in 
clinging to their pre-war liquors, 
officials of the division say, is this: 

If prohibition is repealed they will 
be free to multip'y their stocks 
through “rectification,” a process 
that the bootleggers call “cutting.” 

The bootleggers, in fact, borrowed 
this method from the distillers. The 
latter used it before prohibition, of- 
ficials say, although it was not gen- 
erally known at the time. 
sist of adding pure grain alcohol 
and other ingredients to aged 
liquor. 

Using this method, the distillers 
could increage their supply, now be- 
tween 4,000,000 and 4,500,000 gallons, 
many fold. The only limit, one of- 
ficial said today, is “how much con- 
science and how much alcohol they 
Inay have.” 

Under prohibition, rectification is 
forbidden by the law under which 
medicinal whisky is produced.

Russia-Greece Trade Agreement. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 11.—A_ trade 
agreement regulating currency re- 
mittances by Greece to the Soviet 
Union was signed at Athens last 
Friday, it was’ learned today. All 
proceeds from the sale of grain, 
Russia’s principal export, are to be 
remitted without restrictions.

Two Guards and Convict 
Killed in Fight After 12 
Seize Arms, Riot During 
Sunday Baseball Game. 


By the Associated Press. 

ANGOLA, La., Sept. 11—More 
than 300 possemen and 30 blood- 
hounds today are trying to close 


in on a canebrake seven miles 
northeast of Angola Prison farm 
where 11 desperate convicts are 
thought to be surrounded after a 
Sunday prison break in which three 
men were killed and six others 
wounded. 

Twelve convicts, three of whom 
had made previous escapes and 
‘‘+most of them under long sentences, 
used smuggled pistols to take pos- 
ession of Camp E, a sugar farm at 
the State penitentiary, during a 
Sunday afternoon baseball game. 
They held guards at bay and ter- 
rorized visitors for half an hour; 
raided the arms lockers, confiscat- 


and then shot their way to free- 
dom. 

One of the convicts, Bill Stone, 
28 years old, of Dallas, was killed 
as they sped away in a visitor’s au- 
tomobile which was abandoned at 
the canebrake. It was believed an- 
other convict was wounded. 

Stone, serving 10 to 12 years for 
robbery, was picked off the auto- 
mobile as the rioters drove past 
the prison gate by L. M. Fournet, 
superintendent of the commissary, 

Two guards were killed during 
the fight. J. W. Fletcher, foreman 
of Camp E, was shot down as he 
attempted to disarm Charlie Fra- 
zier, one of the ring leaders who 
is facing sentences in three South- 
west States for murder and bank 
robberies. Arnold Davis was killed 
by convict fire about the same time. 

Capt. John A. Singleton was 
shot twice after he had pleaded 
with the convicts to disarm. J. L.

The convicts seized an automo- 
bile belonging to Simpson Reed of 
Mamou, La., a visitor, piled into 
it and fied. .

Fourteen thousand = spectators, 
sitting in unhappily at the first all- 
foreign final since Rene Lacoste 
and Jean Borotra of ‘France, 
fought it out in 1926, saw the ath- 
letic, versatile Perry tire Crawford 
out in the first three bitterly played 
sets and then overwhelm him in 
the last two. The scores were 6—3, 
11—13, 4—6, 6—0, 6—1. 

Perry’s Play Is Brilliant. 

The very brilliance of Perry's 
play against the ‘Australian, who 
already held the championship of 
his own country, England and 
France for the year, emphasized to 
the gallery the tremendous task 
Uncle Sam faces in trying. to re- 
cover the international court su- 
premacy it once held. As long as 
Perry is playing in his present 
form and gets assistance from a star 
of H. W. (Bunny) Austin’s caliber, 
it is difficult to imagine any na- 
tion taking the Davis Cup from 
England’s shores. 

The United States at least 
emerged from is own tournament 
with no illusions of its tennis 
prowess. The best it could do was 
place two players, Frank Shields 
and Les Stoefen, in the semifinals 
where they were beaten with al- 
most Tidiculous ease by Crawford 


and Perry, respectively. Ellsworth o

However, as to this, it may be 
said that the man who conquered 
him, Crawford, was playing all 
through that same winter cam- 
paign and under a disadvantage 
of several years as to age. 

A study of Vines’ records shows 
that errors have been beating him 
and this betokens a nervous state 
of mind. Something has been 
worrying this lad, because at his 
age his tennis should have im- 
proved instead of retrograded, as 
it seems to have done. 

The Vines of 1932 could proba- 
bly have beaten either Perry or 
Crawford. In fact, he proved him- 
self master of both in a major- 
ity of 1932 cases.

Seventy - Five Arrested in 
Disorder by Frolicsome 
Passengers ot Jefferson 
and Cherokee. 


Frolicsome Negroes who packe@ 
a street car early today returning 
from a South &. Louis amusement 
park became suddenly obstreperous 
when the car reached Jefferson 


avenue arid Cherokee street. The 
disturbance led to a riot call and 
the arrest of 75 Negroes, but from 
none of them could police learn 
how it all started. 

The one-man car had stopped at 
that intersection at 2 a. m. for a 
change of operators: Thomas L. 
Herrick had just taken over the 


~ controls. when the trolley was 


‘jerked from the wire. ©The lights 
went out, setting off an uproar of 
shrill screams and shouts of pro- 
test. 

In the confusion someone tried 
to grab Herrick’s money changer, 
but he held on to it. The passen- 
gers had left their seats and were 
milling frantically about within the 
car. The crash of broken glass was 
heard as seat cushions were pulled 
up and thrown through the win- 
dows. 

Probationary Patrolman Edward 
Pardyke, who was in the vicinity 
in a cruising scout car, tried to 
quell the disturbance and -failing, 


fired three shots in the air to at-|} 


tract assistance. A riot call was 
turned in and 10 scout cars from 
various nearby districts bore down 
on the scene with their sirens 
screaming. 

Another street car, also loaded 
with Negroes:from the amusement 
park, had come up behind the first 
car, and when police got there they 
found about 120 negroes in and 
around the wrecked car. One white 
passenger had been cut by the fly- 
ing glass and was taken to his 
home. 

The street car had been damaged 
so badly that it could not proceed 
under its own power and was towed 
away. Its trip began at Broadway 
and Catalan street, near Sauter's 
Amusement Park, which has lately 
been operated as a resort for Ne- 
groes.

DEFENSE BLAMES 
AMERICA’S AMBITION 


Assails ‘Humiliating Lon- 
don Treaty’ at Court Mar- 
tial of 10 Accused Naval 
Officers.

TOKIO, Sept. 11—The state de 
manded death sentences today for 
three young naval Lieutenants ac- 
cused of leading seven fellow offi- 
cers in the assassination of Premier 
Suyoshi Iunkai in May, 1932. 

Life imprisonment was asked for 
three others charged with active 
participation in outrages accom- 
panying the murder, six-year sen- 
tences for three accused of being 
accomplices and three years’ im- 
prisonment for the tenth. The 
penalties demanded are unexpect- 
edly heavy because a powerful 
movement seeking clemency for 
the accused men has developed on 
the grounds that they acted on 


pure and patriotic motives. 

Prior to the procurator’s state- 
ment to the naval court martial 
the defense attorney was permitted 
to present letters and petitions, 
totaling more than 46,000, demand- 
ing clemency. Some _ signatures 
were written in blood. Members 
of one group sent their little fin- 
gers with a petition as evidence of 
the intensity of their feeling. The 
attorney read highly patriotic and 
sentimental passages from some of 
the letters that drew tears from 
spectators. * He said he had thous- 
ands of other letters he intended 
to present during his summation. 


America’s Ambition. 


During the trial defense testi- 
mony was introduced to the effect 
that fear of “America’s ambition” 
was the reason for the murder and 
that the assassins’ motives were 
neither Fascism nor Radicalism, 
but increased Nationalism. 


Those for whom death penalties 
were asked are Seishi Koga, al- 
leged chief organizer of the con- 
spiracy; Taku Mikami, commander 
of naval officers who invaded the 
Premier’s home, and Isamu Kuroi- 
wa, charged with having fired at 
Inukai. 


Life terms were asked for Hiro- 
thi Yamagishi, Yoshio Kakamura 
and Kakushi Murayama, all of 
whom confessed to being present 
at the assassination. Imprisonment 
for six years was asked for Kijo 
Ito, Haruo Oba and Masayoshi 
Hayashi. A three-year term was 
demanded for Michio Tuckano. 

Lieut. Tetsuo <Asamizu, second 
defense counsel and a classmate of 
defendant Koga, told the court that 
America’s “ambition to dominate 
the Far East,” justified the assas- 
sings. The lieutenant character- 
ized the Washington and London 
naval treaties as the “crystalliza- 
tion of American and British hun- 
ger for power.” 


“America thereby obtained naval 
supremacy in the Pacific and now 
she desires to dominate the Far 
Fast,” he continued. “In a text- 
book used at the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis there appears'\a state- 
ment that the Japanese are a race 
yielding to a show of force. The 
London treaty was the application 
of this American text-book prin- 
Ciple.” S 

Denounces London Treaty. . 

Lieut. Shiroku Asada, a Naval 
Academy classmate of Mikami and 
Kuroiwa, who aciéd as_ special 
counsel, declared that “this hu- 
miliating London treaty” was the 
fundamental cause of the murder. 
He charged that by accepting the 
treaty Japan’s leaders weakened 
national defense to the point of 
betrayal of the empire, and said 
that therefore the young naval of- 
ficers lost faith in their superiors 
and determined to use direct ac- 
im “for the safety of the coun- 
rv.” . 

“Their patience broke,” he con- 
tinued, “and this explosion became 
inevitable.”

AMERICAN “EXPLOITATION” 
OF CUBAN SUGAR TRADE 
REPORTED TO ROOSEVELT 


How Investigators, Sent to Havana Before 
Inauguration, Helped to Guide Presi- 
dent’s Policy in Crisis. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11—What 
is termed American exploita- 
tion of the Cuban sugar industry 
was discussed at length in a confi- 
dential report on conditions inthe 
island, made to President Roose- 
velt a month’ before he took office, 
it became known today. 

The President began his study of 
Cuban affairs a year ago. Before 


his inauguration he told a friend 
and close adviser: “If a situation 
arises in which it looks like the 
United States will have to exer- 
cise its obligation under the Platt 
amendment, I shall call all of the 
South American countries in and 
put the situation before them.” 
It was at about this time that he 
dispatched Charles W. Taussig and 
A. A. Berle, friends of long stand- 
ing, to Cuba to make a fresh study 
of the problems of that country and 
report to him. 
They came back while he was at 
Warm Springs, Ga., more than a 
month before his inauguration and 
made a confidential report. 
This report, never made public, 
traced the history of the Cuban 
revolutionary movement, originat- 
ing among a group of Cuban stu- 
dents and professors, who had be- 
come thoroughly disgusted with all 
political parties in that country. 
No words were minced in deal- 
ing with politics and other condi- 
tions in the country. The adjec- 
tive “corrupt” was used in many 
connections. 


American Exploitation. 


The report traced the sugar in- 
dustry from the post-war high 
price period through what it 
called the period of American ex- 
ploitation. It told of the extreme 
resentment aroused in the Cuban 
revolutionary group by this exploi- 
tation. Sixty per cent of the sugar 
production in Cuba had been 
brought under the control of 
American companies. 

In the beginning, American cap- 
ital had been welcomed and in the 
years immediately after the war 
responsible American interests had 
done much toward building up the 
industry of the island. The sugar 
boom, however, had attracted many 
with a desire for easy money. The 


report told of many mergers and 
reorganizations, mostly stock-job- 
bing, that followed. It set forth 
the names of American banks in- 
terested in some of these. 

The American companies were 
called over-capitalized and over- 
built. When the sugar collapse 
came, most of them, the report re- 
lated, were thrown into the hands 
of banks in New York which tried 
to oversee the business. 


Points of Irritation. 

Americans in Cuba tola of pri- 
vate railroad cars being operated 
at a high daily rental to take ex- 
ecutives of American sugar mills 
from Havana to the mills, of long 
distance telephone calls to New 
York that sent overhead costs sky- 
ward. Meanwhile, native sugar 
plant operators were haggling over 
every dollar they spent, skimping 
and saving in every way to keep 
the mills running. 

These things rankled in the 
minds of the Cubans. The oppo- 
nents of the administration. resent- 
ed the influence the American in- 
terests had with Machado. They 
felt that the huge Machado public 
works program had been inspired 
by American bankers who wanted 
to float bond issues, the report re- 
lated. 

They resented, too, what they re- 
garded as the complete misunder- 
standing by Americans of the Cu- 
ban problem. Until the very day 
of Machado’s downfall, some Amer- 
ican bankers were lavfsh in their 
praise of Machado as the only 
Latin American leader who had 
been able to meet his country’s ex- 
ternal debt. 

The report related that’ the 
American bankers were maintain- 
ing their hold over Machado by 
the threat of military and fiscal 
intervention by the United States. 

One American bank had offered 
to postpone a part of the amortiza- 
tion on Cuban bonds, but Machado 
had refused to take advantage of 
the offer, although the Cuban 
Treasury was in a desperate plight, 
because he feared he would be 
considered in technical default and 
the bankers would apply for fiscal 
intervention. 

With this report to guide him the 
President charted the course of 
his Cuban relations long before the 
necessity for him to move came. 


HARVARD DEAN SAYS GERMANY 
NEEDED HITLER GOVERNMENT 


Prof. Henry Holmes, Back From 
Europe, Asserts Visit Caused 
Him to Change Opinion. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—Return- 
ing yesterday from Europe, Dean 
Henry Holmes of the Graduate 
School of Harvard University, said 
he had changed his views of the 
Hitler Government since going 
abroad. “I think now that it is 
something Germany needed, and 
may turn out well,” he asserted. 
“I formed my opinion from what 
I heard in France, and from the 
antagonistic attitude of the French, 
which I did not like, and also 
from talking with people on the 
voyage home. 
“The French want war. I do not 
suppose that is the view of the 
government, but it is my impres- 
sion that many of the French peo- 
ple have that view. 
'“T think that reports of Hitler’s 
oppression of the Jews has been 
exaggerated. Some action may 
have been necessary. The main 
thing is that Germany, which has 
been fighting against tremendous 
odds imposed on her by the Ver- 
sailles treaty, has regained self- 
respect, unity and confidence.”

FARLY ESKIMO RELICS. 
FOUND IN ALASKA CAVE 


Skeletons Within Indicate It 
Was Used as Burial Vault— 
Axes and Lamps Discovered.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11 — 
Well-preserved remains of a people 
of an early Eskimo type have been 
found by an _ expedition working 
near the Colombia glacier in Alas- 
ka, the University of Pennsylvania 
Museum reported today. 

In a large cave that apparently 
had been used as a burial vault, the 
expedition discovered 10 skeletons, 
stone axes and lamps, shell pend- 
ants, fragments of wooden armor, 
canoes hollowed out of logs, a pad- 
dle and whaling lance blades. 

Some of the skeletons were in an 
excellent state of preservation. 


Miss Fredeirca de Laguna of the 
University of Denmark reported the 


coffins were “simply holes lined 
with planks and covered with a 
large board.” 


“The bones of one of the bodies 
were covered with skin and the 
face was preserved...... we were 
able to distinguish it as that of a 
very young woman,” Miss de Lagu- 
na stated.

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GERMANY, VATICAN 
COMPLETE GiURGH 
PACT RATIFICATION 


Final Signatures on Con- 
cordat Exchanged at 
Rome by Embassy Coun- 
selor and Papal Secretary.

VATICAN CITY, Sept. il. — 
Ratifications of a concordat be- 
tween Germany and the Holy See 
were exchanged yesterday by Car- 


dinal Pacelli, Papal Secretary of 
Stae, and Dr. Eugene von Klee, 
Counsellor in the German Embas- 
sy at Vatican City, it was an- 
nounced today. 

After a cabine: meeting in Ber- 
lin Saturday, the text of the pact 
was sent to Rome by airplane and 
arived yesterday morning after a 
forced landing in Northern Italy. 

After receiving it, Dr. Von Klee 
communicated with the Vatican 
and later came to the Vatican with 
First Secretary Von Saurma of the 
German Embassy. Ratifications 
were subsequently exchanged. 

The Concordat was signed in 
July. Last week reports were pub- 
lished abroad that a failure to 
ratify was probable, but Vatican 
prelates said concordats were in- 
frequently ratified before several 
months had passed. 

The Pope was reported as not al- 
together pleased with the situation 
in Germany, partly because of 
Chancellor Hitler’s attitude towards 
Jews who have become: Christians, 
but churchmen said there was no 
ground for refusing to ratify the 
agreement. 

The sudden ratifications, parti- 
cularly on Sunday, came as a sur- 
prise. 

It is thought that the cabinet in 
Berlin acted quickly as a result 
of rumors that the Pope did not 
approve the instrument. 

Prelates were surprised at the 
short interval which had elapsed 
since the signing but thought that 
Cardinal Pacelli wanted to con- 
clude the ratification before he 
left on a vacation in Switzerland. 

The instrument combines in one 
treaty the rights guaranteed to 
Catholics by accords with Prussia, 
Baden and Bavaria. 

The Church agreed to keep 
priests and religious associations 
out of politics, and the State prom- 
ised the continuance of Catholic 
religious associations whether cler- 
ical or lay, provided they be re- 
stricted to religious activities. 

Several questions were settled, 
among iem that religious instruc- 
tion be compulsory, and Catholic 
or protestant according to the 
majority faith in each school dis- 
trict.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Fed- 
eral aid for education, not merely 
in the present emergency, but as a 
continuing policy, is advocated in 
a report issued by the National 
Conference on Financing of Educa- 
‘tion. 

From July 31 to Aug. 11, the con- 
ference met at Columbia Univer- 
sity. The question before it was 
“Can this country continue its ideal 
of free and universal schooling?” 
The answer the report made was: 
“It is a matter for the decision. of 
all citizens.”

Millions of citizens, the National 
Educational Association said today, 
will be asked to appraise this plan 


“until it is a fair expression of the 
American ideal,” to be used “as 
basis for the restoration of Ameri- 
can schools.” 

Sweeping changes are suggested. 
The 150,000 one-room schools that 
still exist would be eliminated, sup- 
planted by “central school plants” 
built unnder the Federal public 
works program. 

Would Change School Map. 


The present school district map 
of the nations would be changed for 
cne in which minimum rural units 
would have approximately 1500 pu-

Consumers’. Co-Operatives. 
To the Editor of the Post-L‘ispatch: 
S glibly as the word co-operation is 
A used, not one person in 50 is familiar 
with the fundamental characteristics of 
consumers’ co-operation. To quote Dr. J. 
P. Warbasse, the outstanding American 
spokesman of the movement: “Co-opera- 
tion is the non-political and voluntary 
method whereby people unite and use 
their own resources to supply their own 
needs.” In other words, the consumers 
go into business to supply their own needs 
at cost. 

As consumers’ or distributive societies, 
the first fields of endeavor are quite nat- 
urally those closest to the consumer. Such 
services as the retail distribution of food, 
clothing, personal and household needs; 
the supplying of such services as bank- 
ing, insurance, housing and medical and 
dental service; the provision of electric- 
ity, gas, heat and gasoline and oil—these 
seem to be the most suitable fields for 
immediate co-operative endeavor. Whole- 
saling and manufacturing generally de- 
velop as the demand justifies. 

The rules of the societies generally pro- 
vide that membership shall be open to 
anyone, so long as his membership is not 
detrimental to the society; that each 
member shall contribute some capital by 
the purchase of ‘shares; that the co-op- 
erative shall sell at market price, for cash 
only; that share capital shall not receive 
more than the minimum current rate of 
interest, if it receive that much; that the 
“profits” be rebated to the consumer- 
member on the basis of his purchases, not 
ownership. 

Besides the elimination of the unneces- 
sary Overcharges known as profits, co- 
operatives can eliminate the burden of 
fixed charges in the form of interest pay- 
ments, at least in co-operative projects. 
Due to several unique characteristics, co- 
operatives are generally able-to get cap- 
ital at very low rates of interest. The 
consumers’ share capital brings in a far 
higher return (in rebates) than if invest- 
ed in-usual profit business. For instance, 
in 1929 the $8,000,000 of share capital in- 
vested in consumers’ co-operative socie- 
ties in the United States (excluding $4,- 
000,000 of reserves) earned $3,000,000, a 
mere 37.5 per cent. The major portion 
of this was rebated to the consumer. 

The co-operative approach likewise of- 
fers one means of eliminating the undue 
overhead of inefficient competitive enter- 
prise. To cite examples, reliable authori- 
ties have estimated that 75 per cent to 
80 per cent of the gasoline filling stations 
are not needed, and constitute a wholly 
unnecessary burden upon the consumer. 
Most retail stores, as well as most fac- 
tories, are operated at 25 per cent to 40 
per cent of capacity. Producing for a 
powerful consumers’ wholesale, with its 
known and steady demand, offers one 
way to use productive and distributive 
facilities at capacity, with consequently 
lowered prices to the ultimate consumer. 

The consumer will be exploited until 
the motive of our economic society is 
changed from greed to service. With the 
increase in real income which the worker 
should get if capitalism is stabilized, and 
subjected to planning, and with the prop- 
er development of public ownership, the 
co-operative movement can go a long 
way to build an American standard of 
living to surpass anything that the world 


has ever seen.

Is Disturbed Over Farm Policies. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE warning voices of the statesman, ' 

the economist, the scholar—why do 
we not hear them pitched in accents of 
acute alarm? Has reason deserted the 
nation? Shall we sit supinely and wit- 
ness deliberate and calculated assault 
upon the food supply of 120,000,000 peo- 
ple? In all modern history there is no 
example of such insensate economic 
folly as the farm program of the admin- 
istration.

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AN APPEAL TO GOV. PARK. 

Responding to criticism that the public works sec- 
tion of NRA is lagging, Secretary Ickes is making a 
commendable effort to speed it up. Numerous loans 
and grants have been made in the last few days 
from the $3,300,000,000 fund, including $500,000 for 
a St. Loufs housing project. More significant is the 
resolution adopted by the public works board, au- 
thorizing allocation of Federal money on a prima 
facie showing that a given project is feasible. Agen- 
cies seeking loans and grants have thirty days fol- 
lowing the tentative allocations to work out the de- 
tails and draw up satisfactory contracts. 

It is futile, however, for Secretary Ickes to encour- 
age non-Federal public works projects unless states, 
counties and municipalities make applications. In 
this connection, we again point to the failure of Gov. 
Park to insure for the State of Missouri its share of 
public works funds. Under the terms of the NRA, 
Missouri is entitled to receive an outright grant of 
‘30 per cent of the cost of labor and materials on any 
approved project. This represents an unrivaled op- 
portunity to obtain many improvements the State 
needs. On the other hand, if Missouri fails to take 
advantage of it, it means that Missouri taxpayers, for 
many years in the future, will be paying for improve- 
ments in other states which have the gumption to 
apply for the grants. Gov. Horner of Illinois has just 
asked Federal aid for projects calling tor the expendi- 
ture of nearly $118,000,000, including :mprovements 
throughout Illinois, just such a statewide program 
as Missouri should have. 

Several times recently, Gov. Park has intimated his 
intention of calling a special session of the Legis- 
lature to pass on several matters of emergency char- 
acter, such as repeal of the State bone-dry law in 
anticipation of repeal, to make provisions for the 
desperate financial condition the State will soon be in 
unless remedies are applied, and to meet Federal con- 
ditions as to relief funds. A Missouri public works 
program should be included in his call. If we are to 
have*to pay out large sums of State funds in relief, 
for which the State gets nothing in return, how much 
wiser it would be to strike at the root of the relief 
problem by giving men work to do which, in turn, 
will result in permanent good to the State. \ 

We have in mind particularly as to the nature of 
a State program the improvement of State institu- 
tions, as strongly urged in the survey report of 1930. 
The survey showed the institutions to be in a lament- 
able condition. Some of them are firetraps. Oth- 
ers are relics of a bygone era. Others are utterly 
insufficient to accommodate the great numbers 
of persons who have been sent to them. The 
prison at Jefferson City, for instance, contains about 
twice as many men as it was built to house. It will 
have to be enlarged some time in the near future. 
Why not do it now, while the Government is offer- 
ing to pay 30 per cent of the cost? 

The Missouri Public Works Board, composed of 
ex-Goy. Caulfield, during whose administration the 
survey was made, William Hirth of Columbia and 
Harry Scullin of St. Louis, is urging on Gov. Park the 
necessity of action, pointing out the possibility of the 
fund’s exhaustion before Missouri receives its fair 
proportion. Why the delay in formulating a program? 
Why the procrastination in calling a special session 
that everyone knows must he called before winter? 
Washington is fairly humming with activity to pre- 
vent the tragedy of another winter like the last, a 
tragedy which the President says must not occur. 
What's the matter with Jefferson City? 
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“THE GOOD OLD DAYS.” 
In Denver the other day, a patriarchal educator 
and scientist, Dr. J. H. Ward, pointed an accusing 
finger at “the good old days.” The occasion was 
his wife’s funeral. He recalled that, when a young 
girl of rare intellectual attainments and ardent for 
knowledge, she had been denied admission to Har- 
vard for no other reason than that she was a woman. 
The injustice of that ruling, over which the old 
scholar had evidently long brooded, provoked the 
emotional arraignment. 
Those prejudices, discriminations and stupid bar- 
riers have been happily razed. Today, a young wom- 
an in search of education may enter Harvard by way 
of Radcliffe College, or she may find in state uni- 
versities or Adamless Edens such as Smith, Vassar, 
Wellesley and many others, as broad curricula and 
as competent instruction as in those storied halls 
from which she was, and still is, excluded. Dr. Ward 
inveighed against “other days and other manners” 
now defunct.~ 
The sermon, however, serves to remind us that the 
emancipation of woman is, historically, an event of 
yesterday afternoon. It should be observed, too, 
that her educational freedom has to be accredited to 
that period of starched morals and intellectual time- 
marking, the Victorian era. Political equality is a 
later dispensation. Economically, Jane is still John’s 
inferior, a hangover from the immemorial past 
which will presently be removed. 
So we march along. Sentimental reminiscence will, 
of course, continue to toss roses at “the good 
old days.” Bombastic balladry will pay its devoirs. 
Some of us may, even yet, with a bit of gusto, sing 
the lyric of that professional sophisticate, George Ade: 


It was not like that in the oldew days, 
In the days beyond recall; 
In the rare old, fair old,.golden days 
It was not like that at all. 
They had their points, maybe, but the good old 


days were mostly the bunk. 
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SIXTY YEARS FOR LAW AND ORDER. 

The first members of the historic Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, which is now celebrating its sixtieth 
anniversary, rode their horses into a vast and rugged 
unknown. Their territory consisted of what lay 
west of Winnipeg and stretched from the border to 
the Arctic Zone. Distances were great; there were 
hardships and perils without end. Fugitives sought 
the mountain fastnesses. Whole bands of criminals 
from the United States crossed the line and hid 
themselves in the remote reaches, only to be driven 
back by the ever-persistent uniformed riders. 

The Indians, too, had to be dealt with, and the 
work of the men on horseback in reconciling them to 
the opening of the plains, the railroad and the farms 
of the white man constitutes one of their chief glories. 
They put down revolts against law and order. They 
patrolled the passes while the Yukon rush to gold 
streamed through. They were the Northwest Mount- 
ed Police in the early days, but soon after they rep 
resented Canada at Victoria’s jubilee, word came that 
they were to prefix “royal” to their name. Thirteen 
years ago, with an enlarged beat and new duties, 
“Northwest” was changed to “Canadian.” 

It is an enviable record which this picturesque 


and efficient organization has to look back on as it 
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observes its founding. For its members have today 
what they have always had—an upper hand on tho 
underworld. Incidentally, a certain Southern neigh- 
bor, long overrun by gangsters and racketeers, by 
kidnapers and other vicious criminals, is only now 
waking up to the possibilities of unified national 


crime control. 
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THE FIGHT FOR LOWER GAS RATES. 

The order of the Public Service Commission re 
quiring the Laclede Gas Light Co. to reduce the 
penalty charged customers for delinquency in pay- 
ment: of monthly bills does not affect the basic rates. 
It does not reduce the cost of gas. 

The city’s plea for a 20 per cent reduction in the 
cost of gas used in St. Louis homes still stands. The 
commission is expected to pass on it soon; to say 
whether rates far above the level of 1926 and sub- 
stantially in excess of the rates charged by another 
company in St. Louis County are reasonable. 

A mass of evidence was introduced by the city 
to show that gas rates should be reduced, that they 
are now excessive. The company countered with a 
claim that to get a reasonable return on its invest- 
ment its rates should be increased 20 per cent. Three 
economists testified as to the rising trend of com- 
modity prices, but that did not answer the city’s 
showing that if commodity prices were restored fully 
to the 1926 level, St. Louis gas rates still would be 
13 per cent above that general level. 

The Public Service Commission has the evidence 
all in hand; it has heard the arguments of the city 
and the company. Its decision is eagerly awaited by 
the people of St. Louis. 
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EXHUMING THOMAS JEFFERSON. 

We had always looked upon the Chicago Tribune as 
a follower of Alexander Hamilton's political philos- 
ophy, includihg the idea of a powerful, centralized 
government, but it now appears in the role of de- 
fender of the Jeffersonian idea that the least gov- 
ernment is the best. In a leading editorial on the 
recent speech of Senator McCarran of Nevada, who 
views with alarm recent developments at WasHing- 
ton, the Tribune, too, expresses its alarm over events 
which “challenge most of the basic principles of 
American economic and political philosophy.” 

It is significant that the Tribune is guarded in its 
statements. It does not criticise specifically anything 
the administration has done. It does not openly 
quarrel with the NRA program, yet it obviously has 
that program in mind. Why the reticence? To 
speak yearningly of America’s “principles and truths 
of political and economic experience,” and to issue 
vague warnings as to the New Deal, is not to be as 
forthright as the Tribune usually is. 

Thomas Jefferson, one of the most powerful foes 
of special privilege that ever lived, ironically enough 
has come to be one of its favorite alibis. If a sweat- 
shop worker wants to go on hiring women and chil- 
dren at miserable wages, he quotes Thomas Jeffer- 
son as being opposed to Government interference 
with business. If a monopolistic business outfit is 
threatened with anti-trust prosecution, it gets out its 
Thomas Jefferson and cries out against such gov- 
ernmental tampering with private affairs. There is 
not a high-class racket in the United States which, 
threatened with Government cortrol, has not cited 
in its defense the ideas of the Sage of Monticello, 
framed in an age totally different from ours and, by 
force of events, largely outmoded. 

Jefferson was the foe of the racketeers of the Rev- 
olutionary period, and he would have been their foe 
if he had lived in our time. He would also have 
reshaped his philosophy of government. His prin- 
cipal objective was political liberty. The United 
States has gained political liberty and it now seeks 
for its citizens economic liberty. That 1s the reason 
for the New Deal; that is the motive power for the 
policies of Mr. Roosevelt. Lincoln said we could 
not live half slave and half free; how can we live 
half poor and half rich? 

To accomplish the great task of redistributing the 
wealth of the nation to assure to every family a 
decent livelihood is a task that calls for unprece- 
dented governmental action. The action taken thus 
far frightens few except those unWilling to give up 
that way of life which brought the country to its 
present desperate condition. And it is they who are 
attempting to exhume Thomas Jefferson. 
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OUR DECLINING BIRTH RATE. 

Statisticians have been aware for some years that 
the decline in America’s birth rate meant that the 
population in time would become stationary. This 
date was tentatively set at somewhere between 1950 
and 1960, with a figure of about 150,000,000 inhabi- 
tants. New figures just issued by the Federal Di- 
vision of Vital Statistics show that the birth rate de- 
cline has recently been accelerated, making it neces- 
sary to revise all estimates. 

In 1915, the rate was 25.1 births per 1000 of popu- 
lation. By 1922, it had fallen to 22.3, and by 1930 to 
18.9. In 1932, the new figures show, it descended to 
17.3, for the lowest rate on record. It is significant 
to note that the birth rate in the cities fell from 17.5 
to 16.3 in the last year, while in the rural districts 
it fell only from 18.5 to 18.3. The general trend 
and the reduced number of marriages last year (only 
7.87 per 1000 population, the smallest figure on rec- 
ord) indicate the rate will be still lower in 1933. 
While the birth rate has fallen about 25 per cent in 10 
years, the death rate has remained about the same, 
around 12 per 1000. So the time of stationary popu- 
lation now is forecast as before 1950, and at a some 
what lower total than had been predicted. 

These facts are of more than statistical interest; 
they have an important bearing on all phases of the 
country’s social and economic welfare. With a stable 
population, the expansion of industry, agriculture, ed- 
ucational facilities, building and real estate develop- 
ment would of necessity be retarded. Return of 
better times would probably accelerate the birth 
rate, but the decline has been in progress since long 
before the depression began. 

The effects need not be altogether adverse, how- 
ever. With a decreasing number of youthful per- 
sons, the labor surplus would gradually be absorbed, 
and the gormal trend would be to a higher Wage 
scale. With a population definitely stable, advance 
planning for business would be simplified, Prof. J. J. 
Spengler of Ohio State University has written of one 
possible phase: “A benediction upon quality will 
replace the current doxology of quantity, with respect 
to both man and the things he consumes, be they 
adult education, furniture or movies.” 

America is coming of age, both spiritually and. 
physically. The pioneer stage of expansion is vir- 
tually over, and our society must adjust itself to the 
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new conditions that are swiftly advancing.

by the millions, it is evident that the 

masses have rarely the leisure to plan, 
and never the authority to determine, the 
essential contours of their lives. Leader- 
ship a democracy must have, since, save for 
great occasions like war and revolution, the 
multitude is enfolded in its private life, con- 
tent for the most part that initiative in 
thought and policy should rest elsewhere. It 
may, indeed, be stirred to gusts of indigna- 
tion by grave public misfortune; but so long 
as life flows smoothly, it watches public af- 
fairs as a drama in which it is not expected 
to play an active part. 

That it is a public misfortune seems diffi- 
cult to deny. For the inertia of the multi- 
tude is the foundation of public wrong; and 
the efforts required to stir it from its som- 
nolence lies at the root of the distortion of 
public opinion. 

The complexity of the modern world makes 
the grasp of public issues a matter of pro- 
found difficulty to any who do not make 
their understanding a matter of professional 
preoecupation. The proper nature of a 
banking system, the rights and wrongs of 
Japanese policy in the Far East, the neces- 
sary foundations of a creative international- 
ism, the reasonable limits of a tariff sched- 
ule, these do not yield their secrets to the 
popular intuition of right and wrong. Yet 
they make their impact, they call for im- 
perative decision, at a moment in history 
when their consequences upon the multitude 
are more direct and more profound than at 
any previous time.

None of the specifics by which it has been . 


proposed to remedy this disharmony has so 
far .-oved a way of salvation. Much was 
expected from the coming of a free press; 
but its transformation, in the past 30 years, 
from a profession to a department of big 
business, has in large part deprived it of 
that independence essential to the task of 
enlightenment. Even more was expected 
from educational progress, but so far, our 
systems have failed to cope with the power 
of propaganda to defeat their purposes, 
Much hope has been placed in the organi- 
zation of the electorate by political parties; 
but history has made it evident that these 
are so generally concerned with the promo- 
tion of particular economic interests that, 
even at their best, they become in some sort 
what Halifax called a conspiracy against the 
nation. And the vaunted rule of experts has 
failed us, for the effective reasons that they 
have neither title to prescribe the goal at 
which to aim nor wisdom enough to see 
their own specialism in its proper perspec- 
tive. The expert we need should be an ex- 
pert in life; and life is too manifold to sub- 
mit to the narrowing discipline of expertise. 
The aristocracy of the future must be 
built upon the deliberate choice of the com- 
mon co Sige it is to respect his needs and 
secure sympathies. But it is timate 
to doubt whether the kind of ph Bane we 
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require can be discovered among elected 
persons. The political career breeds, for 
the most part, a special race of men, inter- 
ested rather in the truths that may hope for 
aeceptance than in truth itself. Our po- 
litical systems tend, taken by and large, to 
give us the available men rather than the 
mind which creates and enlightens; and 
even under a dictatorship, once it has se- 
cured a measure of stability, its habit is to 
attract the men who can Satisfy the dic- 
tator rather than those who can convince 
him that he is wrong. 

The type of man we require, especially in 
a period so critical as our own, is the man 
who can act the prophet to his generation 
while rigorously maintaining his aloofness 


_ from power, even though his influence may 


indicate his title to it. His business is the 
definition of the ultimate values toward 
which the society should move; and he 
should judge the transient spectacle of the 
arena from above the incidents of the battle. 

To accomplish his aim, certain qualities 
alike of mind and heart appear essential. 
He must have great ends; but he should 
have impersonal benefit only from the at- 
tainment of those ends. He should be vowed 
to the ascetic life, for no man remains cap- 
able of the prophetic utterance who searches 
either for wealth -- power. If he associates 
with the strife of parties, it must be always 
in terms of a resolute aloofness from the 
desire for office; for the man who is a con- 
testant for the prizes of political victory has 
thereby sacrificed his independence. 

He must be prepared, like all prophets, for 
the scorn of successful men and the ignor- 
ance of the multitude; the values for which 
he cares must be those of tomorrow rather 
than of today. He must be capable of hu- 
mility, which is inseparable from the love 
of mankind, and of a noble indignation.

We have had men of this kind before; and 
perhaps they may even be distinguished in 
our own day behind the miasma of contem- 
porary conflict. In the eighteenth century, 
there were Rousseau and Voltaire among 
the giarits; and, of lesser stature, Mably and 
Paine, Quesnay and Priestley show that pro- 
found devotion to great causes which by its 
critical insight elevates the stature of a gen- 
eration. In the last age, Owen and Marx, 
Emerson and Matthew Arnold, Carlyle and 
Ruskin and Whitman performed in their 
various ways a similar service.

Cuba’s New President. 
Showy, Futile Battleships. 
We Need More Money. 
Hearing by Finger Tips. 
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By ARTHUR BRISBANE. 
(Copyright, 1933.) 
UBA has a new President, 
sworn in yesterday. A profes- 
sor at the University of Havana, 
named Ramon Grau San Martin. 
Washington would have preferred 
the return of the quickly deposed 
President de Cespedes, but hopes 
Prof. Grau San Martin will be a 
success, and that anything in the 
way of intervention by the United 
States will be unnecessary. 


Meanwhile, our warships are sti}! 
jn Cuban waters. The latest to ar- 
rive, being our impressive battle- 
ship Mississippi, with heavy guns, 
tall turrets and big crew. 

These ships seem _ important. 
when you are only warning a much 
smaller Power that you MAY pos- 
sibly do something. But the send- 
ing of ships is exactly what this 
country would NOT do if it were 
a real war. In a real war, even a 
little country, possessing three or. 
four submarines and a few air. 
planes, could send those ships of 
urs to the bottom, sunk by bombs 
from above and torpedoes from be- 
low. 

It is almost unbelievable that 
this nation at the moment should 
be spending $70,000,000 of public 
money renovating battleships that 
would have to be hidden away if 
real war came. 


Mr. Wallace, Secretary of Agri- 
culture, says:

F the present craze for feather 
| sashions continues very long the 

barnyard fowls may have to 
wear blankets next winter, the 
birds will be migrating long before 
the frost appears and the ostrich 
will want to hide more than his 
head in the sand. 

Women are pluming themselves 
for a very feathery season—or, 
rather, the designers are pluming 
them—until it begins to look as 
though the only gay birds that will 
be left in this hemisphere ere win- 
ter comes will be the humans. It 
doesn’t seem to make much differ- 
ence whether the feathers are pa- 
trician or plebeian, because such 
clever dyers and preeners are at 
work on them that one looks as 
lovely as the other by the time 
they are swinging round a neck, 
sweeping off of shoulders’ or 
gracing a careful coiffure. 

The hats claim most of these 
decorations that are being snatched 
frantically from the poor winged 
creatures. Stiff little quills appear 
on berets and jaunty brimmed 
models that want a bit of height to 
make them acceptable this season. 
Long, parrot like quills are wrapped 
securely around the crowns of sail- 


lors. Tiny ostrich tips are bobbing 


up and down on velvet toques or 
joining together in an _ effort to 
look like a full-sized plume. Curled 
novelties in bright colors, question- 
mark wings, fluffy pompoms and 
so many other evidences of the 
feather mode adorn our millinery 
that there isn’t space to mention 
all of them here. 


Looking downward from the hats 


to the costumes we see tricky little 
neckpieces of ostrich tips or coq 
flowers arranged on velvet ribbon, 
enveloping evening capes of downy 
ostrich and the coq lei in many 
colors. Flowers for the hair and 
for the bodice of a gown are made 
of feathers dyed in beautiful pas- 
tel or entrancing bright shades. 
An evening dress that uses feath- 
ers as its trimming becomes the 
sensation of the dance floor this 
season, regardless of whether these 
are of ostrich and are arranged as 
shoulder caps or are of coq and 
form a border around the skirt or 
the cape. Muffs made entirely of 
feathers or combining feathers 
with velvet are regarded as chic 
accessories, and the vanity bag 


which is fluffy because of its os- 
strich covering is the darling of the 
evening. : 

Whether feathers are worn for 
daytime or evening is governed by 
their color and use more than by 
their type. Black ostrich appears 
for afternoon. Burnt coq is import- 
ant with brown costumes. Dark, 
colorful quills, wings and flowers 
have been created to dress up spec- 
tator sports costumes. 

An idea of the interesting things 
which are being done with feathers 
is given by the illustration. In the 
background appears the poor mo- 
lested bird who can’t seem to feath- 
er his nest anymore without inter- 
ference from the women. The roos- 
ter likewise is gravely concerned

(repeal) amendment. The conven- 
tion meets Dec. 6. 

Thus Maine, the pioneer dry State 
of the Union—which adopted its 
first prohibition law in 1851 and put 
prohibition into the State Consti- 
tution in 1885—became No. 26 in the 
epeal parade of the states. 

With 42 scattering precincts, most 
of them small, of the state's 632, 
unreported, the State-wide vote was: 
112,626 for repeal, 51,817. against. 

The cities did the expected in re- 
turning heavy majorities for repeal. 
A surprising feature of the vote, 
however, was the repeal strength 
in the smaller communities, a con- 
siderable majority of which voted 
to reject Federal prohibition. Re- 
pealists led easily in all of the 16 
counties, even doubtful York, where 
an “insurgent” group of five repeal 
candidates sought to divide the re- 
peal vote. 

No sooner was the outcome cer- 
tain than the probability of resub- 
mission of State prohibition was 
raised, 

Gov. Louis J. Brann, who sup- 
orted the repeal movement, said 
that should the eighteenth amend- 
ment be repealed and the issue of 
State prohibition arise, he would 
“handle the matter expeditiously.” 
This was interpreted to mean he 
would call a special session of the 
Legislature. In the last referendum 
on State prohibition amendment, in 
1911, the amendment was sustained 
by a margin of 758 votes.
